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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in essence on page 11 'The 
Office Actions fails to explain why a person skilled the art would be motivated to. ..replace some (but not all) of the tristate buffers T1-T72 
in Nakanishi with the multiplexers of Barry..." This has not been found persuasive. Barry was relied upon to show the usage of 
multiplexers and why they would be used, not to show that all the tristate buffers should be replaced. Barry shows that, under certain 
conditions, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art that the multiplexers would be a beneficial use instead of the 
tristates. To state that a person of ordinary skill in the art would just replace all tristate buffers with multiplexers without a second thought 
to the conditions relayed in Barry and of Nakanishi is not taking into consideration the full teachings and just incorporating one reference 
into another, since the knowledge and judgement of a person of ordinary skill in the art was not taken into account and is only taking the 
elements of one reference and placing them into another. The references were relied upon to show what a person of ordinary skill in the 
art knows and what this knowledge would have suggested to the person of ordinary skill in the art. In response to applicant's argument 
that the references only teach replacing all the tristate buffers with multiplexers, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a 
secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be 
expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have 
suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

Examiner would like to note that the proposed claim amendments merely correct typographical or grammatical problems with the claims 
and does not change how the claims were rejected. 
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
